we shall but excite tbe smilos of tbe 
incredulous; yot as '"^lepeiident 
journalists, we feel it our duty to lay 
before the public such matters of fact 
as may come within the scope of our 
own observation, and others may 
draw Buch conclusions from them as 
they may see lit. . 

'Some years since,' he continues, 
'the whole world was thrown into a 
£aver of excitement by tbo announce- 
ment that Mr. Oro.3, an Eughsbman 
had read before the Royal Electrical 
Society of London a memoir in which 
ho detailed a process by w iich he had 
succeeded in calling into hfe by ineans 
of voltaic electricity, a minute insect 
I of the «acari" species.

^^^•"Mr" Cross' experiments were suba - 
quently tried by Mr. Walker, Secre- 
tary to the Society, with entire sue- 
cess, and with every precaution as to 
the introduction of any foreign sub- 
stance that might contain tbe eggs of 
these insects. He was also equally 
.BUocesBful when the experiment ^vas 
conducted in the atmosphere of pure 
oxygen gas. These experiments have 
been certified to by tbe most respect- 
able authority; and yet there are per- 
sons obstinate and ignorant enough to 
denv the possioility of tbe production 
of li'fe from suoh a substance as hint . 

'As what we are about to mention is 
of a similar nature, we expect that the

" ou's as to the truth of our statement. 

' But 'Truth ia mighty and must pre- 
vail ' and we trust soon to give ocular 
demonstration of tbe facts detailed. 
We shall not follow tbe languiige of 

• the paper, but give a brief outline of 
the facts recorded. 

It seems that, for more than four 
teen years, Prol. Geiiling of Bruen 
ber^^h, a man well known in tbo liter 
ary*andBcientilic world, has bad his 
attention directed to the production of 
animal life by means of galvanism. 

This was a daring thought; bat the 
Professor, with the zeal and devotion 
worthy of tho old alchemists in whose 
footsteps ho was following, pnraevered 
against obstacles that would have dis 
coura"-ed any man luas siuiguin6 than 
himself, and at last has bad the satis- 
faction of eeeing his patient labours 
crowned with success, that will place 
his name in tbe foiomost rank of that 
galaxy of bright stars who precede 
him in tbe great liuld of discovctry. 

Tho Profussor's lirst expnriinoiit was 
to hatch cinckeus from tho o-g by the 
employment of artilicial bent, after 
the manner of the Egyptians. In this 

. he was entirely successful, and per- 
fected a simple and compiu'tiippiiiiilu.i 
to maintain, by meana ol hot water.aii 
equal temperature for any period of 

^^^^liia being aocomplishod, ho turned 
his attention to the production of tbo 
egg. This was no eiisy matter, but, 
■ after innumorablo txpcriuiunls d-inng 
a period of toil yours, Lhu dolails of 
which would fill a vohiiuo, ha au( - 
ceeded in making a curiect, amayHis of 
an egg. One step was accomplisluid; 

;. but the most difficult yt;is yot to bo 
taken— tho mysterious com Lunation of 
the elements so as to form a compound 
Bimilar to tbo natural urtiolo. 

Encouraged by bis success the Doc- 
tor set about hie almost hopeless task 
with, a determination to surmount ev- 

' ery ohstacle. Ho folt satisfied that it 
was only by means of galvaniRm that 
his object could bo accomplisbod, and 
directed all his enurgioa to the con- 
struction of a buttery of constant, 
equal and moderate power. 

■ . After trying nearly every kind of 

" "Battery in use, he bad almost begun to 
deepair, when by accident he learned 



that a constant battery of moderato 
power had been constructed in Eng- 
land by placing a plate of zinc and a 
plate of copper in an o;^dinary^\ %^er 
pot, and keeping the earth"^' moistened 
with ammonia. 

He immediately constructed such a 
one. After various modifidatious bo 
succeeded in adapting it to his pur- 
pose; and had the satisfaction, after 
nearly fourteen years of almost con- 
stant experiment, of seeing his labors 
crowned with success, and producing 
from cements a substance similar in all 
respects to an egg. 

Now cams the exciting . period of 
his labors, to see whether this artifici- 
ally formed egg could bo hatched by 
heat. He placed it in bis batching 
oven, and watched it through a glass 
door almost constantly , scarcely tak- 
ing time to eat or sleep, until he had 
seen tbe euccess of his grand experi- 
ment. 

Day Jiftor day he watched with patient 
aaaiduity tho coni^ummaliou of bin duriiuj^ 
Boheme, and iit last bud tLo siitisfaction of 
wituoasiug tho oounummutiou of his 
hopes. Oil the twuutiuth diiy after pluo- 
ing .lie <3gis in the ovou a bmall hole wus 
oboerved lu one side of it, and shortly 
alter tUe bill of u bird was thrust through, 
i'he Prof^aaor wus almost wild witb du- 
liglit, ami Bevural times was on tbo point 
ot breakluj; tbo ogg co soo what kind of a 
bird no was yoing to huve. Ho restruiu- 
tid himself, Uowover. and next morning 
hud tUo saiiMfuctiou of liudiug in tho re- 
ceiver a live bird of aomo unkoowa ispe- 
cioH, perftiot lu its uuiitomy, but, strange 
to biiy, outirejy without feutbors. 

'Tuis moat-ftatoViiabiug rosuit,' remarks 
tbe pn^ur from which wo quote, "baa al 
most upaot (lur provions uoilous of phil- 
oaopiiy aud tlitt guvoruiug Jaws of animal 
orgttuinm. As vie gazod upon tbo fnatber- 
leau bird, Uoppiug about and foo liug 
upon tbe seeds givea it, we began tu 
doubt tbe reality of our own existence or 
that of anytuing about us!' ^ 

Tho profesaor, urged on by his Bqobess, 
has sat about another acalysia, and baa 
no doubt of being able to produce perfect 
birds of every known speoies.

"nSasSiSi^'n' tHe Local • House* Upon 
what principle of juatice Mr. Walkejn 

■ and his Bupp9rter8 resisted every at- 
tempt of the Opposition in the nevr 

' "House 'to authorize the ' new diggings 
to send a member, wo oquld never 
understand, any more than we can 
fathom the objecb of the organs in 
still opposing that most necessary 
measuro to secure political rights to 
the miners of that important and grow- 
ing district. It was expected that a 
measuro securing Oassiar a reproson- 
tative would have been foreshadowed 
in the Governor's Speech; but no in- 
timation of the Idud was given, and it 
remaiuod for uu independent member 
of the House ( Mr. R. Smith) to bring 
in a Bill to restore to Cassiarans the 
right of fraucbiso of which they had 
been most unjustly dein-ived. Says 
the 'Herald' -of Wednesday : • 

We do not really see that it would be wise 
to give Cttssiur representation in the House, 
or that Cansiar has any claim to or any 
need of such representation. If Cassiar 
had a large permanent ,popuUtioa, as 
Cariboo lias, it would be quite' a'different 
matter." 

The argument of the 'Herald' is 
based on entirely erroneous premises. 
It assumes that the entire population 
of Cassiar is shifting and migratory ; 
but wo have before us a census of Cas- 
siar taken in December last, from which 
it appears that tho population then 
numbered 152. About 100 of these 
were British subjects who would be eu- 
titled'to votes in the event of the erec- 
tion of the locality into an electoral 
district — a number exceeding by nearly 
two to one tho combined voting popu- 
lation of Kootenay and Comox, which 
districts Bend- THiiKB'*teembera to the 
Local House. But assuming the in- 
habitants of Cassiar to be only sum- 
mer residents, there are still large in- 
terests to be protected and conserved, 
wants to be satisfied, and wrongs to 
Ise righted, and without a member on 
the floor of the House to say a vrprd in 
behalf of those interests, wants and 
wrongs how is the ear of the Govern- 
ment to be reached ? The wastepaper 
basket treatment that the memorials 
sent from the new diggings to the 
Walkem Government received shows 
how ineffectual that mode of 
approaching the throne really is. 
True, we anticipate better things of 
the Elliott Administration; but even 
then it would not be just to the miners 
• ■• ■wbo'afe'doiiig. . 80 'maoh ^.to< develop 
tbe 'resources of the country to deny 
them that rej^rosentation on the floor 
of the Uuuse which every other dis- 
trict eiijoj'B. Under tho present elec- 
toral law an elector's name cannot 
legally appear on two voters' lists at 
the. same time. The names of a very 
large number of Cassiar miners and 
traders were on the Victoria or West- 
minster lists when the general election 
came oil' last September. Unable to 
be in either district when the election 
was held these men were practicallj' 
disfranchised. Now, had Mr. Wal- 
kem not killed Mr. Robson's Cassiar's 
Representation Bill in 1875, the min- 
ers might have been insured votes by 
removing their names from tba Lower 
Districts' lists and placing them on the 
Cassiar list. As the case is defended 

f"* ' ^X'^? '*Herald" the miners of Cas- 
' siar'are 'deprived of the privilege of 
exorcising a constitutional right either 
at Cassiar or elsewhere. Had they 
remained down at Victoria or West- 
minster iand led a life of idleness, in- 
stead of risking life, health and pro- 
perty to advance the revenue and 
wealth of the Province, they would 
have escaped tho sneers of the "Her- 
ald" and "Standard" and the cold 
neglect of Mr. AValkom. If the strict 

^ .J, measure of justice were meted out to 
Cassiar she would have two mem- 
bers; but with the depleted treasury 
left by the lato Government wo can 
see no prospect of her securing more 
than one representatiye in the pre- 
sent House. We believe that a ma- 
jdtity of the honorable members are 
determined that Cassiar shall be re- 
presented; and the feeble opposition 
that may bo offered by tho supporters 
of the lato Government will have as 
much eifeeb in preventing the passugo 
of the Bill as the presence of the fly 
on the wheel contributed to increase 
its revolutions. 

..; With roapeot to redistribution the 
< j9era/d ofifers some remarks, in the oouruo 
of which it urgea the claims of Westmin- 
Bter District to an incrcaaed repreeentn- 
tion. Although it doos not say so, it 
leaves itself opeu tu tho suspicion that it 
would bo glad to have Cassiar added to 
, , Westminster, and an additional member 
j / .provided for the oombined distriots. A 
" ' silUer pxiOifeosition' than this could not 
well he advanced. The voting papula- 
tion of Westminster is set at 400. Tho 
voting population of Cassiar, supposing a 
poll to be held in the summer, would not bo 
loss than 800. What would bo tho ooa- 
soquenco of an amalgamation of tho Dis- 
- triota ? Why, the Westminster portion 
,., , ,pfthe Distriofc.. WPPW' .b,e, swamped by 
mining votes, and t&ere would' bo threo 
minors and not a single hona fide Wost- 
minstorian roprosenting tho District in 
tlio next Housel This, alone, ought to bo 
BulHoiont to oonviiioo tho Herald that a 
refusal to allow Oassiar a representative 
of her own would be not only unjust but 



exbeedingly unwise. While it would be 
idle to hold out ony present hopo of an 
inorease in the nnmber of members in 
the House, should any redistribution of 
seats occur in Westrainstur District it 
would probol>ly bo as well for tho Herald 
to bear in mind that the important mill- 
ing interests at Burrard Inlet are entitled 
to representation as well as the agricul- 
tural interests tii tho District, and that 
they oannot much longer be disregarded. 
Under existing oicoumstanises we still 
adhere to the opinion that as Nanaimo is 
entitled to an additional member and Cas- 
siar to one member, the public interests 
would be best served by the amalgama- 
tion of the agricultural portion of Na- 
naimo with Oomox Distriot, and by tak- 
ing a member from a Lower Mainland 
Distriot and giving him to Oassiar. '

We pressingly recommend perusal 
of the article "Current Events" in the 
above-named periodical to bo found 
on the magazine table in the reading 
room of the Mechanics' Institute. It 
is on pages 158 and 9 where tho 
writer of "Current Events" treats of 
the Pacific Railway that the (to us) 
most interesting remarks will bo 
found. The writer errs in supposing 
that "the defeat of the Walkem Gov 
ernment at Victoria has been caused 
by a strong anti-Dominion sentiment." 
Sifted to the bottom and rightly un- 
derstood it Beams to us that the de- 
feat of the Walkemites arose from the 
disgust felt throughout the country 
at the nnreaBonably hostile attitude 
towards Canada assumed by Walkem, 
since his rupture with Edgar nearly 
two years ago, taken along with the 
glaring favoritism and the rash and 
inconsiderate extravagance of hi6| Min- 
isfay. The writer by no means over- 
stateB the case when , towards the 
close, he remarks that "Tho situation 
is more critical than most people seem 
to suppose, and can only he mot by 
rulers who approach it in a spirit of 
wise conciliation." There are other 
remarks couched in stronger longuage, 
but, while below one extract is given, 
we in conclusion again urge all to 
read the article in full. The Cana- 
dian Monthly is a credit to British 
North America, and should be well 
supported in this Province, 

Mr. Mackenzie's Pacifio Railway policy 
was, -we believe, the best posniblo under 
tho circumstances. No practical states- 
man m the Premier's position is called 
upon to undertake impoHsibilities. Ho 
was in the position of an executor, who 
finding himself hampered by obligations 
it is impossible to fulfil, feels compelled 
to seek rpliaf in eamty under perplexing 
circumstances. The Premier came into 
Court with clean hands, and is entitled, 
therefore, to ask for a charitable construc- 
tion of his motives and intentions. Still 
it is most unfortunate that the suspicion 
should have been infused into tho Bri- 
tish Oolumbian mind that only Funic 
faith is to be expected from Ottawa. 
There must have been something clumsy 
and bungling somewhere, either on tho 
part of Lord Carnarvon or tho Dominion 
Government, before misapprehensions 
like tho present could have arisen. Tlio 
Opposition theory, which taxes Mr. Mac 
kenzie with disingeunousness, may bo an 
easy clue to the labyrinth, but it is ono 
which is too slightly supported by evi- 
dence to 1)0 ncceptod. The defeat of tho 
Walkem Government, at Victoria, if wo 
read tho brief telegram aright, has been 
caused by a strong anti-Domiuion senti- 
ment, and if so tho Ottawa Cabinet hnd 
better look to itself, and set its house in 
order whilo there is yet time. Perhaps 
Ministers will take heed of a warning 
which may hereafter be pressed upou 
them by more unfriendly.' oritios, that 
any Government which forces Britisli 
Columbia out of tho Confederation, or 
trifles with Puoific Railway construction, 
seals its own fate by so doing. The situa- 
tion is more critical tliaa most people seem 
to suppose, and can only be met bfy rulers 
who approach it in a spirit of inuie concilia 
(ion. The people of British Columbia 
r'-^quire to be satisfied that tho Dominion 
is iu earnest nhoiit tho groat enterprise 
on wlu'ch they hiiv(! stit their hfinrtn; aiic 
when oonlidenco has ouco been firmly 
established at Victoria, iiiovitublo dcliiyH 
in the acoompliHlimeut of tho work will

STARTLING FINANOIAIi STATE- 
MENT. 

Chioaoo, Feb. 28. —The Tribune's 

Washington special says tho Secretary of 
thi» Treaaury will seiiil to tlio House n 
statement which will doubtless startle 
tho country and the financial world. Some 
weeks ago a resolution was ihtroduced 
calling on the treasurer for an exact 
statement of the amount of available gold 
in the treasury vaults. Tho last month's 
debt statement shows that the amount of 
coin on hand was 373,001,000. The state- 
ment which will be sent to tho House 
will show the fsct that tho ontiro amount 
of available gold in the troasurv is only 
813,832,000. These figures are' likely to 
make a sensation in Congress and Wall 
street, and will constitute an important 
text in the impending financial disons- 
sion.

SENATE. _ • • : 
In discussing tho Address, 
Hou. Mr. Cixrrall— I do not riso to con- 
gratulate tho Govorumont ou such a pau- 
city of subjests as cbarnctorizea their 
speech, for I buliovo that subjects exist, 
but tlioy havo been ignored. I refer par- 
ticularly to tho British Columbian ques- 
tion au(.l the great and growing difficul- 
ties now existing in tbe relations botwoon 
the Dominion and that Province. I be- 
lieve that the misunderstandings that 
have arisen have been increasing in grav- 
ity,and that the^ have perhaps intenlBified 
by tho allusion in tho speech . I feel con- 
vinced that those relations are beginning 
to assume n jjolitical complexion of such 
iuijjortanco that tho Govornmont will 
find boforo this session draws to a close 
may tlireatou tho peuco of tho Confodura- 
tion. I view with some alarm tho flip- 
pant maunor in which o subject of this 
im])orlauco ia alludod to. 

Hon. W. J. Macdonald — Altboug^i tho 
trade and revenue of British Oolumbia 
form but an inHignificaut part of the trade 
and rovonuo of tlio Dominion, yet in tlio 
midst of so many dismal crius of depres- 
sion, I think it just to state, and it may 
bo pleasing to some hon. goutlemon to 
know, that the general doprobsion did 
not aDTect our Province. Duriug 
tbe first part of 1875 trade was good. The 
gold mines yielded well; our coal mining 
and lumbering interests wore in a pros- 
perous condition; our crops wore good, 
aud owing to tho stato of the California 
uinrkct, farmers obtained good prices. 
All that wo want is a small amount of 
justice from this country. Wo do not 
demand all our rights, but we do look for 
n portion. The reference in the Speech 
from tho Throne to the Pacific Railway 
is very brief. And wo can well imagine 
tho contents of the papers promised to bo 
sent down on the subject. We will be 
told that the Government could not fulfil 
its obligatiouB to British Columbia, iu 
conscrpicnco of which an oiTor was mado 
to tliat rrovince, and declined. If hon. 
gentlemen would like to^know why these 
obligations could not tBielfhIfiled {I can 
toll them tbe reason is tbe action of tbe 
House last session in refusing to do a 
simple act of justice to ono of the woakost 
Provinces in tho Dominion. A former 
Administration entered into a bargain 
with us which was objected to by the 
Opposition of the day as being more 'of ii 
burthen than the country oould siistain. 
That Opposition — now the gentlemen 
who compose tho Government — on com- 
ing into oilico lost no time iu obtaining a 
modilication and rela.xntiou of tho origi- 
nal bargain, more in keejoing (according 
to their views) with the resources of tho 
country; and when an cfTort is made to 
carry into effect One of the conditions of 
the modified bargain, a majority of this 
House prevent its being dono — thereby 
inflicting a deep injury ou tho Province- 
destroying all contidtinco, aud causing 
much ill feeling aud discontent. Tho 
action of tho Houso reilocts no credit oa 
tho honor of this country, retards and 
interferes with all our industries, and a 
reaction is now being felt. Surely a Gov- 
ernment that did all in its -powiur to, re- 
lievo the country of some of its^^burdens, 
could fairly bo entrusted with' spending' 
money in our Province. There would bo 
no danger of oiir getting too much, I do 
hope that when the affairs of our Province 
come again before this House, it will 
not withhold justice. It ia not our wish 
to overtax or burden this ooyntry, in do- 
ing us justice, and a thing hot beini; ne- 
cessary. The Pacific Railway is too com- 
monly looked upon as n British Colum- 
bia allair, aud it has bcon stated that tho 
money spent in that Province on oon- 
utructiou would bo a direct boneflt to its 
present population. Nothing can be 
more orrunoous than such a view. No 
doiibt we expect benefits, but the work 
must bo looked upon in its true oharao- 
tor, as a national undertaking.

Sir John Macdonald said he bad no 
doubt it would be gratifying to tbe House 
to receive any explanations tho Premier 
might bo pleased to give respecting thu 
rocon.strnotion of the (joverninout and 
tho introduction of two uow meiubora in 
it. 

Mr. Mackenzie said tho ground upon 
which that hou. geutlemau (Mr. Blakoj 
dilTered from the Qovernineht.was openly 
stated in the House and fully under 
stood by him (Mr. Mackenzie) prior to 
and afti'r tlie pasfago of tho bill hero, 
Tho defeat of tho bill in question iu tho 
other branch of tho Li'Hislatiiro rendered 
it necessary for tho Governmunt to adopt 
s(Hno other policy with regard to that 
part of the arrangement made upon the 
rocommendation of the Secretary of Stato 
for the Colonies, Lord Carniu'vou. That 
policy would bo developed in the papers 
to bo brought down to the House, and 
was, he might nay, practically known 
already to tbe public, although not form- 
ally before this House ut tho present 
time. 

Sir John Mncdonald' 'said hia boh. 

friend was not striolly ai.'ciuato in st ting 
that tiie only point of dill', renoe botwiion 
him (Mr. Mackenzie) and tho Miuiater 
of Justice was with regard to tho Esipu- 
malt and Nanaimo railway. If bo (Sir 
Joliu Macdonald) remembered aright, 
there was another of more consequence 
than that, and that was as lo tho duty of 
the Administratiou to la.7 boforo Parlia- 
ment tjie oontrnctn inado by tbom for the 
construction of ipublio works of such 
magnitude and iniportaiico as tho Es(iui- 
malt and Naimiiuo railway. Ho thought 
it would bo within the rocollootion of 
ovory hon. member iu the Housa that 
when a motion was made, iu reforonco to 
that railway hia hon. friend the ; Miuieter 



tion. It was when the motion with re- 
gard to the telegraph was put that bis 
hon, friend withdrew. The hon, gontlo- 
man was at variance with tho Govern- 
ment of the day on that question. It 
would be satiafactorjr to know if in the 
f uturo the House might expect contracts 
to be submittedJ0r..its .approval before 
being finally entered into. He (Sir JTolm 
Macdonald) should like to know from tho 
Minister of Justice whether ho had 
changed his view with respect to tho tole- 
grapU question, for he (Sir John Mao- 
douald) believed thot tho ooutraots for 
thai; work had been given out. 

M"^- I^'^'^ks said ou tho occasion of the 
discussion as to the Esquimau and Na- 
naimo railway, he pointed out that per- 
-Bons who were of the opinion that it was 
essential to observe in full tho arrange- 
ment that Lord Carnarvon had suggested 
for tho consideration of the Government 
of this country woro, in his oi)inion, 
logically bound to support tho motion of 
his hon, friend, the first Minister, for tho 
second reading of the bill, containing as 
it did a p.|OviBlon:tbat tho oontrapt should 
be proceeded With a£ once. He pointed 
out that thero was no difference of opin- 
ion at any timo between lus hou. friend 
und those who sat around liiui. Ho point- 
ed out that not being proj)arod to accept 
tho sottlomont, and agrnoing with tho 
general proposition that the Pacific rail- 
way ooutraots should . be submitted to 
Parliament, there was no exceptional 
ground for him to act upon. It was upon 
that^iBW.itfaat;he voted for the motion of 
tbe hon. member for Oumborland, and at 
tbe same timo ho thought that all thoso 
who Hustainod Earl Carnarvon's terms 
were logically bound to voto against it. 
Had the bill beon carried and become an 
Act of Parliament, other considerations 
would have arisen as to the .terms upon 
which he would httve felt it his duty to 
support the motion. It was perfectly 
true timt be did abstain from voting on 
tho motion regarding the telegraph con- 
tracts, because he could not apprehend 
tbe respective merits of either side of the 
Cijso, or whether what had been Qono up 
to that timo was done in accordance with 
the instructions of the House. 

Dr. Tupper— The hon. gentleman said 
it was only witli reference to tbe Esqui- 
malt.and Nanaimo railway that he difl'er- 
ed with the Government, Why he (Dr. 
Tupper) thought that when he (Mr. 
Blake) charged the Government as ho 
did with having violated their principles 
by having entered into an arrangement 
with the Colonial Ministers without the 
assent of Parliament, there was a very 
wide divergenee of opinion between the 
hon, gentleman and 'the Oovernment. 
Every hon. gentleman knew that the hon. 
Minister of Justice, at Walkorton ond 
West Toronto, and at other places, de- 
nounced the late Government as having 
imposed an intolerable burden upon 
tbja ) . people of .Canada in con- 
nection with the Piaoifio ' railway, 
yet tho hdn. Minister of Justice knew 
that the only burden imposed was an 
agreement to gii-o thirty millions of dol- 
lars aud fifty miiliou acres of land to any 
com))any that could be found to construct 
at its own cost and responsibility tho 
Canada; Pacific railway. This scheme 
waB condemned, but the present Qavern- 
ment, not content with providing that if 
the road was built it shonld.be built by 
tho Government, solemnly entered into a 
compact with British Columbia to build 
tho road from the shores of the Pacific to 
the shores of Lako Superior in fifteen 
years without any reference to any quali- 
fications whatever as to whether it was 
within the powers and reaourcea of Can- 
ada. 

Mr. Bunster condemned the Anrora 
Speech, and inquired whether the Minis- 
try odhorod to the Aurora Speech as well 
as to tho gentleman who made it. Ho 
regarded Mr. Blake as hostile to the in- 
terests of British Columbia, and charged 
the Government with using the money 
borrowed in England in improving and 
oonBtruoting (^als in Ontario.

"When a few years Binco tbe late 
Lord Lyttou, in a speech of remark- 
able ability, characterised by states- 
manlike views and ■ delivered with a 
{graceful eloquence which " baa seldom 
boon surpassed in tho Britiflh House 
of Comiuon.s, proposed tho coufodcra- 
tion of tho North Amoricau ProvinooH, 
bo pointed out tho ^Toat moral olToct 
which would bo produced by an un- 
broken commauicatiou between tbe 
Atlantic and Pacific Oceans, through 
Dvitish territory. The proposed con- 
{edoration wmild, bo paid, coinparo 
favorably with tlui ^^rcat and throwing' 
power ul' tlio iJiiiled StalcB. Tho 
Leglshituru of Ibis country ratified tho 
Hubeme, aud public opinion endorsed 
it us a bold, comprehensive,' and far- 
Fi'^litod rncuHiiro. An important part 
of this KcluuiU! was thai a nioaus of 
comiuunioation should exist between 
BritiHii ports on the Atlantic and Brit- 
ish ports oa the Pacific; that through- 
out British territory there should exist 
one continuous and uniform line of 
railway ooinmuuioation, wliicli should 
open up llio vast resources of undo- 
veloped wealth, oucourugo sotlloiuent 
id diatriots remote from civilization — 
which should do, in fact, for British 
North America what tho Central Paci- 
fic and Union racilic have accomplish- 
for the United States. Such a rail- 
way, if completed, would not only 
form a means of direct communication 
'between the British North Americau 
Provinces, but would also establish a 
route by whiidi wo might hope to ho- 
ciiro that pmiioiiilerancn of our trade 
with Chiua aud Japan, which i.s so 
seriously thrcateuod by tbe active 
compofcition of tho United States over- 
land route between San Francisco and 
Now York. Tho Imperial Government 
has, according to its custom, faitlifully 
carried out its portion of the lu'iango- 
iiiGufc. It has given its guarauteo ou 
a p^'rtol the oapital' reqvdred for the 
line' between Halifax and Quebec, 
forming tbo first stage of an indopen- 
daub route through British territory, 
ftod very recently gave ita further 



guarantee in conjunction with Canada 
for a loan raised iu this country for 
tho purpose, it was ass u mod, of Im- 
perial^ policy. If wo are to judge by 
the minute which has just be'en issued 
by thg^GoyeinBienfr. of Canada, this 
great scheme* of 'the Pacific Railway- 
worthy of the Imperial Government — 
is to bo abandoned, and, iu its place, 
a series of detached aud unimportan 
works are to bo carried out for tho 
benefit of local interests. This deci- 
Bion,if indeed it has been arrived at,i3 
one which" must seriously impair tho 
public credit of Canada. 

A short timo sincQ wo were some- 
what startled at reading in ono of our 
Canadian contemiioraiioa the report of 
a speech made by Sir John Macdon- 
ald, in which he prophesied this re- 
trogade policy on tho part of the Gov- 
eruinout. Knowing that our Canadian 
coutomporarios arc apt to express their 
views iu somewhat too strong terms, 
we could hardly bring ourselves id 
believe that there was not some slight 
exaggeration in the statements which 
tho lato Prpmier is reported to have 
mado use of. The minute of council 
to which we havo referred has proved 
Sir John IMacdonald to be a prophet. 
As far as the policy -*o£-« the— Q-overn- 
lueut is coucorned, we cannot believe 
that tlio people of Canada will tamely 
submit to tlie abaudonineut; of a work 
which vVould make their country a 
great highway for the commerce of 
the East, If tbe Pacific Railway is 
not constructed, tho Government and 
people of Canada will lay themselvos 
open, and justly so, to tho charge of 
having scandalously violated a public 
dutyy. solemnly undertaken, and ou 
tho faith of which British Columbia 
consented to form a portion of the 
Dominion. Without a means of com- 
munication of this kind, it is idle to 
suppose that British Columbia will 
consent to remain a nominal member 
of a confederation in which it can 
havo no possible interest or sympathy. 
Isolated and cut ofi' from a coniioction 
with the Atlantic, tho people of British 
Columbia, at present loyal aud devot- 
ed to the British rule, will become 
subject to all^kindq of ^iitQmD))b,on the 
part of their neighbors pn t^e Pacific 
coast to induce them to join the grow- 
ing confederacy of the United 
States, and England would thus 
I080 an importaut position on the 
Pacific, aud one indispensable for |;ha 
safety and growth of her iEaisliem 
trade. Fortunately there i« a ' broad 
distinotion between documents of this 
kind and their practical effects. The 
jjublic opinion of tho country will, no 
doubt, be very generally expressed on 
the subject, aud it will greatly sur- 
jurise us if the verdict should be 
: favourable to this i)roposed reversal of 
a great and well considered policy.

San Francisco, Feb. 26. David 

Meeker, one of the twenty-three cor- 
porate raeinbera of the Odd Fellows' 
Savings bank of this city, has come 
out in a pamphlet address, now ready 
for distribution, to eight thouaaud 
depositors in tho bank, in which he 
makes serious charges of mismanage- 
ment of the aiTairs of the institution 
under tbe presidency of Abrara Block. 
Mr. Meeker has been vice-president of 
the bank sincei ita organij^dn. { His 
charges, in bnef,'nr6lha{*tbe president 
has made loans without the knowledge 
of tho finance committye by virtue of 
an authorization to that efToct from 
tho committee, which the committee 
of investigation, appointed shortly 
after the failure of thp Bankiofr OaU- 
fornia, declare to be in excess of ' the 
powers of tho finance committee. Ho 
also charges tho president with loan-- 
ing about $2,500,000 on the stock of 
private';Corporatioua, nearly half of 
whicli wason Spring Valley stock and 
a large amount on tho stock of tho 
Bank of California. Some of these 
loans have resulted iu a loss to the 
bank of $177,500. Meeker also claims 
that the January dividend of the bank 
was patched up and represented a 
fictitious state of afl&iirs. The pam- 
phlet is quite lengthy, dealing largely 
in details, figures and argument. Some 
grains of allowance may be admitted, 
owing^to Meeker's reputation of being 
ft..aoiQewhafoaptiou8 critic in a gener- 
al way.
